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POTATO SEED A GREAT CURIOSITY; 


GROWTH OF THE TUBER IS IN DANGER 


* 
— 


The Whole Species Shows Signs of Destruction Which 


Precedes Extinction-Crossing of the Seed Will 


Soon Fail of Its Purpose. 


•If there should ho no more sugar interesting to note, belong* "to the 
nightshade family, 
as Its botanical 
cane In the world beets mls'.U be cul- 
tivated to take 
Us place entirely, 


but If there were no longer any po- 
tatoes the domestic economy of thou- 
sands of humble homed would 
he 


seriously 'deranged and "'the depriva- 
tion would be considerable even on 
the most luxurious table. 
That the 


sugar cane and potato are In dan- 
ger of becoming' degenerate and fin- 
al y extinct has for. some time been 
recognized In botanical laboratories 
all over the world. In this country 
the -botanical department of Harvard 
university has gone Into the matter 
•with a good deal of thoroughness 
and experiments have been underta- 
ken to perpetuate these valuable spe- 
cies. 
. 
. 


Decadence Not Natural. 


But the decadence of the sugar 


cane and the potato is not natural, 
but rather results from the circum- 
stances of their cultivation. 
The 


danger Hes 
In the 
fact that both 


have bene propagated for 
so many 


centuries -from buds—the sugar cane 
from the joints of stalk, and the po 
lateen from the eyes of the tuber— 
that they have almost lost the power 
of producing fruitful seeds. 
For a 


century or more during Tvhlch re- 
production from buds 'can be sue- 
cessfuly continued, the fact that the 
seeds t limn elves become sterile or 
dwindle away and disappear decs not 
seem particularly Important. 


-Finally, Tiowever, there comes 


time like the present, when a whole 
species shows signs,of the doterlora 
tlon which precedes extinction, and 
It Is then only by crossing one plant 
with another plant, or one variety 
with another variety, that the. life 
of the species can be renewed. But 
If the plant has lost Its seed prodtiC' 
Ing faculty, such crossing Is evident 
ly Impossible, and the degeneration 
must continue to Its logical result. 


Sugar cane Is, of course, one of the 


most valuable and Important of farm 
products. 
, -According 
to botanical 


history It was first known In India, 
whence It was brought by the Vene- 
tians to Europe .during the twelfth 
century, and • cultivated to some ex- 
tent In the Islands of the Mediter- 
ranean. 
Later It was Introduced 


Into Spain and. finally Into America, 
•where It became firmly established 
during the sixteenth century. Botan- 
Ically known as "Sacchnrum ofllclna- 
rlum." .It Is a sort of strong, cane- 
stemmed grass, ten or twelve feet 
high, with a large feathery plume of 
flowers. 


Plants Started From) Budi. 
It Is at present grown In all warm 


countries, and the plants for CO or 
100 plant 
generations have been 
started from the buds whlc.i spring 


name, "*,dnnurn 
tuberosum." Indi- 


cates, the common poisonous night- 
shade being "Bolanum nlgrum." The 
potato has been found wild In Mex- 
ico and South America, and was tak- 
en to England by Sir Walter Raleigh 
toward the close 
of the sixteenth 


centruy. 
It Is unnecessary to refer 


to the normous quantities of pota- 
toes annualy eaten In Europe and 
America. 
It Is sufficient to say that 


when the potato disease appeared In 
1845. It produced a famine In many 
localities, particularly 
In Ireland, 


where for years potatoes had been 
the chief article of food among the 
lower classes. 


The potato Is among the cheapest 


of all the cultivated foods, and while 
It Is generally known that It Is repro- 
duced by budding—pieces of the tub- 
er containing "eyes" being planted 
In the ground—most readers will he 
surprised to learn that potato seed 
IK 
an almost unheard of curoslty 


In the museum of economic botany 
at Harvard there are models of pota- 
to plants. 
Including the pink and 


white blossome, and the grape like 
fruit, but this seed containing fruit 
has become so nearly extinct 
that 


few people, even from the agricultu- 
ral districts ot the country, have ever 
seen It. 
In -the models, however, It 


Is clearly shown that the potato Is 
closely related to the tomato, and 
the two-celled arrangement of seeds 
Is very similar In the original fruit 
of both parents. 


Saving a Small Amount of Seed 
From time to time new varieties of 


the potato have' been developed by 
the crossing of the seed, but this re- 
quires a somewhat costly experiment 
which Is quite as likely to prove a 
failure as a success. The first year's 
crop of- tubers 
from a planting of 


seed is gencraly too small for com- 
mercial use. so that the needing pro- 
cess has of late years been, almost 
entirely discontinued. 
The budding 


method of propagation has been car 
rlcd on to such an extent that It Is 
the rule for the blossoms to wither 
without fructification, and even In the 
exceptional cases where fruit appears 
It Is generally seedless and barren 
It Is largely due to an enthusiastic 
horticulturist—Luther BurbanW

may be the technical outcome of the 
Schley-Sampson controversy Rear Ad- 
nlral Schley won the first victory to- 
day In a court of Inquiry which prob- 
ably will mark the most notable pro- 
ceeding of Its kind ever known In the 
history of the United States navy. And 
be won It, as he did the naval battle 
»ff Santiago, say his partisans, with- 
out the aid of Rear Admiral Sampson, 
•who Is 111 at his home In New Jersey. 
Schley not only succeeded In having 
Rear Admiral Howlson ousted as a 
member of the court, but he had the 
satisfaction of seeing the Judge advo- 


• cate severely criticised by the presi- 
dent of the body of arbiters. Judge 
Advocate Lemly had asked Rear Ad- 
miral Schley to designate 
his wit- 


nesses. In doing so he had referred to 
the rear admiral as the "accused." Ad- 
'aural Dewey stopped Lemly and point- 
ed out In a, forcible way that he had 
committed an error. Lemly saw the 
point and corrected himself, referring 
then to Schley In his proper role, that 
of "applicant." When the naval court 
met this afternoon Rear Admiral 
Schley formally challenged the eligi- 
bility of Rear Admiral Howlson to sit 
as a member of the1 court on the 
grounds that he was prejudiced against 
the applicant for the hearing and that 
be had made statements derogatory to 
fete professional and personal charac- 
teristics. Three witnesses were heard 
In support of this challenge and after 
the court had received a written state- 
ment from Rear Admiral Howlson In 
reply and listened to his explanations 
thereof as developed In the examina- 
tion by Schley's counsel It retired and 
after a brief conference sustained the 
challenge. 
Admiral Dewey, who sat 
as president ot the court, reported Ita 
action to Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Hackett upon adjournment and 
Mr. Hackett will receive the decision 
this morning. The court, having been 
deprived of one of Us members by rea- 
son of the rejection of Rear Admiral

Howlson, adjourned sine die, and there 
Is little probability that the Inquiry 
Will be resumed until Monday morn- 
'. ing. interest In the hearing centers

Beast Jumped Out of a Thick Bunch 


of Brush and Landed Full on Mr.

Is clearly shown that the potato Is 
closely related to the tomato, and 
the two-celled arrangement of seeds 
Is very similar In the original fruit 
of both parents. 
Saving a Small Amount of Seed 
From time to time new varieties of 


the potato have been developed by 
the crossing of the seed, but this re- 
quires a somewhat costly experiment 
which Is quite as likely to prove a 
failure as a success.
